In the afternoon mode there are 
several possibilities, among them 
the recently revived broadcloth and 
suede finished weaves and velvet. 
(The woinan with a fur coat will 
not have to consider either pos- 
sibility, although many feel that a 
fabric coat is necessary for the 
warmer days.) 

A Color Scheme Important 

In planning the wardrobe it ts 
well to have a definite color scheme 
in mind, not alone because coats 
and frocks must harmonize, but be- 
cause of the many imperative ac- 
cessories, Again the warning—a 
costume is like a chain, it is only 
as strong as its weakest link. If 
one nall, apparently insignificant 
detail is out of harmony, the entire 
costume is a failure. 

With this in mind, it is well to 
be sure that certain accessories will 
fit into more than one ensemble. 
Specially is this true of hats, shoes, 
handbags and gloves, for they rep- 
resent the major portion of the ac- 
cessory outlay, If brown, or blue, 
or green or gray be “your” color, 
keep to its shades—there is surely 
variety {n tones, this season 

Or you may cleverly combine two 
colors, and in such a way that all 
the parts will be interchangeable, 
and you can work out varied ef- 
fects with the several parts. Some- 
times a coat or a frock will sug- 
gest the color combination idea to 
you, and you will find that manu- 
facturers have provided a wide 
range of all the necessary articles, 
in practically every featured shade. 


Models For Careful Study 


The group of models chosen for 
illustration of this idea will repay 
careful study. It includes three 
ensembles and two coats that will 
serve as a foundation on which to 
build a costume or costumes. In 
only one of the ensemble models 
does the coat fabric match the 
frock, the other two charmingly 
illustrate fashion’s use of subtle- 
ties of color. 

The velvet ensemble—there will 
be many such—combines with 
silver brocade, but you will notice, 
if you consider the coat as a thing 
apart, that ic will serve as a 8eP- 
arate coat for wear with many dif- 
ferent types of afternoon frocks. 
One reason for this—the fabric, 
lovely with chiffon, lace or 
Georgette, another reason—the 
color, neutral gray and black. 

Duvetyne shares honors with 
broadcloth as a background fabric. 
In the pictured ensemble the coat 
is blue duvetyne, straight of line, 
and collared with fox. It can 
easily be visualized as a separate 
garment. The dress, of plaided 
novelty material, is linked to the 
coat by Its crushed girdle and col- 
lar of the duvetyne. It is plaided 
in the gray of the fox. 

Stressing Gray As A Color 

In the third ensemble we have 
another all-purpose coat—its ma- 
terial a knit weave, classed as 
sportswear. Gray krimmer trims 
this ceat, and stresses the im- 
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portance of the grays in the busi- 
ness of assembling a wardrobe. 
Red is the color of the fabric, but 
other colors are possible. The 
jumper carries out the idea of gray 
expressed in the fur trimming. 

It will be noticed that both of 
the pictured coat models are 
straight of line. Both have side 
closings, neither one has a detail 
that dates it as a 1927-8 model. 
True, the one coat has bandings of 
animal skins, but they are easily 
removable, if it is thought desira- 
ble, although there is rarely a 
season when bandings are not ap- 
proved trimmings for this gar- 
ment. 


Lines Must Be Watched 

It must be borne in mind, when 
selecting a suit or a coat that is 
expected to do duty more than 
one season, that details that 
{dentify the coat, of the suit or as 
a separate garment, 48 of a special 
season, must be avoided. Line, 
perhaps, !s the surest identifica- 
tion, and this season there are sev~- 
eral snares set for the unwary in 
this respect.
